The claimed thermal expansion is 
considered inherent. 

Claims 1-9,1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
NGK Spark Plug Co. (EP 0 752 293) or Crystailume (EP 0 596 619) or Mitsubishi 
Materials (JP 04 223806). 

The references disclose a multiple diamond layer on a substrate within the 
claimed thickness and the method of making thereof. The layers appear to 
transition from on layer to another The claimed thermal expansion is considered 
inherent. 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tanabe 
et a! (5,139,372) or 

Tanabe et al discloses a multiple diamond layer on a substrate within the claimed 
thickness and the method of making thereof. The layers appear to transition from 
on layer to another. The claimed thermal expansion is considered inherent. 

7. Claims 1-3,5-8,11-13,15,17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mitsubishi Materials (JP 05 023993). 

Mitsubishi Materials discloses a multiple diamond layer on a substrate within the 
claimed thickness and the method of making thereof. The claimed thermal 
expansion is considered inherent.
